Apple Is Standard. 
j 


"But apples! You take," says Harvey, 


Sutherland in Aiuslee's, "good, sharp, 
juicy winter apples aud pare them and 
quarter uud core them, and slice them 
and strew them on the well worked and 
well shortened under crust, made out of 
good winter wheat flour, and put in a lit- 
tle sweet butter and just enough sugar 
and a clove or two and nutmeg and cin- 


j nauiou and maybe a little lemon peel, and 


then fix on the cover and take -a case 
knife and trim off the superfluous dough 
around the rim, and pinch up the edge 
with your thumb and tinger all around to 
make it look pretty, and gash the top 
something like a leal', so as to let out the 
steam, and then set it in an oven that 
bakes just right, top and bottom, and let 
it stay there till it browns the right 
shad?1, aud I tell you you've got a pie 
that is a pie. And when ma opens the 
ovcu door to see how it is getting along 
there is such a nice smell all through the 
house—wait a second till I swallow; I'm 
most choked—and it seems as if you just 
couldn't wait till dinner time comes. Oh, 
yes, 1 guess warm apple pie is about 
right. 
And cold apple pie can be got 


down, especially if there is a piece of 
cheese on the plate beside it, the kind of 
cheese that is all crumbly and has about 
a million little stickers in it. 


"Apple pie is always in style. Go into 


a restaurant and ask for a 'cut of stand- 
ard,' and the waiter will bring you a 
piere of apple pie. He knows what stand- 
ard pie is. There are times in the year 
when other kinds make a spurt and run 
on abend a little, but apple pie keeps jog- 
King on, and by and by it overtakes them. 
In December mince pie is in the lead be- 
cause it ii near Christmas, and that is 
an nithodox Christmas article of diet. 
In November pumpkin pie has the call 
becaust it is Thanksgiving time. In the 
spring when pieplant comes in—some peo-" 
pie call it rhul'flrb. but that always 
sounds fctuek up and as if you were trying 
to bhow off—everybody will eat pieplant 
because it is good for the blood. In the 
summer pouch pie will forge away to the 
front, aud 1*11 never tell you wby. But, 
just as I suy, apple pie keeps jogging on 
aud in the long run wins the race. 
I 


tuonn the right kind of an apple pie. 


"Ouee in awhile you will meet some- 


body that is always trying to be different 
from anybody else, aud he will go on i 
about English deep apple pic and how 
much superior it is to the common, vul- 
gar thiug we eat because we don't know 
any better. Well. English deep apple pie 
is good. I don't deny that. It can't help 
being good. You cook apples almost any 
way, 
and they're not bad eating; but, 


Jaw me, when you put them in a crock 
and turn a little eup upside down in the 
middle <>C them and cover it all over with 
a lid of pastry, that isn't a pie at all. 
It's just stew ed apples. Don't you see 
that you must have a bottom o£ pastry 
and that there is a just proportion of 
crust to filling that must not be deviated 
from one iota, or your pie is inartistic 
and an offense against the laws of taste?"

years. When it was woiu out he dressed 
in hunting clothes.

Ten 
years after he settled on the moir-tii n 
his life story came out, when Willuun 
Becker, a veter;t:i of the Vniou army, 
visited Atlanta in 181.". When in a mu- 
seum he saw the name of Herman Bins 
in connection with 11 war relic.

"That dodge of ready made interrup- 


tions isn't confined to politics," said n 
theatrical manager. "It -has heeii used 
ou the stage with great success. - Old man. 
Blitz, the cojyurer-1! mean the Blitz' 
whose right ulnae was Sehwurtzmanu— 
used to carry around a fellow whose sola 
duty was to expose his tricks. 
The 


scheme proved a hit and was really one 
of the foundations of Blitz's fame and, 
fortune. 


"The way he worked it was quite in- 


genious. At about the middle of his pro- 
gramme he would undertake to shift a' 
cannon ball from one silk hat to another. 
The hats were placed at opposite ends of 
a long table, and while the trick was in> 
progress the interrupter, who was seated 
ia the audience in the role of a spectator, 
A\ ouid suddenly raise a shout of 'Lift the 
cloth!' Blitz would stop in apparent con- 
fusion, and after a wordy altercation, 
during which the other would insist oir 
his poiut, he would snatch up the cover 
angiily and disclose a boy in the act of 
passing a cannon ball through a trap in 
the table top. 'Now, are you satisfied 7' 
he M ould exclaim, letting .the cloth drop 
again. 'You ought to have sense enough 
to know that every tricu has its mechan- 
ism.' 


"Up to that point it seemed to he a 


clear victory for the interrupter, and the 
audience would generally howl in de- 
rision. At that Blitz would pretend to 
get furious, 'I'll do that trick, anyhow," 
just to spite you!' he would exclaim, 
and, taking a couple of glass vases, be 
would place the hats ou top, thus raising 
them clear of the table. Then he would 
lift the cloth, and, lo and behold, the boy 
had vanished into thin air! 
With the 


cover still elevated and held in place by 
pins, the feat of shifting the ball would 
be triumphantly performed, and, needless 
to say, the spectators would shout them- 
selves black in the face. The trick was 
nothing but a piece of clever palming, 
and the disappearance of the bogus coix- 
lederate was effected by a simple ar- 
rangement of inclined mirrors. 
But, all 


the same, it was a very effective piece 
of work and never failed to make a 
profound impression on the audience. 
Blitz hud a dozen variations of the in- 
terruption scheme, some much better 
than the one I have described, and, while 
they would be a trifle too obvious for 
the up to date theater goer of the pres- 
ent, they never missed tire iu the unso- 
phisticated early days. 


"Fake interruptions in a sleight of 


hand or conjuring performance have the 
double advantage of giving eclat to the 
trick and intimidating any real skeptics 
in the house who might otherwise prove 
troublesome. 
After a man hears some 


other fellow get badly worsted in an 
encounter with the magician he will hesi- 
tate to put iu an oar himself, no matter 
how certain he may be that he sees 
through the illusion. 
Iu his younger 


days Hen-maun used ready made inter- 
ruptions to some slight extent, but after- 
ward discarded them as being too dan- 
geious. As far as he ever went was to 
get au usher to call out, 'He's got it up 
his sleeve!* or 'Look under thut box!' 
Of course, the article in iiuestion would 
not be there, and Herrmann would get 
a round of applause, while the usher re- 
tired, apparently crestfallen."— New Or- 
leaus Times-Democrat.

sages and ill ventilated courts.

The Art of Seeming to Do Thine* a* 


They Are Done In Heml JLJte. 


The art of acting is the art of seemlntf 


to move, speak and appear on the stage 
as the character assumed moves, speaks 
and appears ia real life nnder the cir- 
cumstances indicated in the play. 


In thut word "seeming" lie nearly all 


the difficulties, the intricacies, the tech- 
nicalities of acting. The writer Is assum- 
ing no special nor snperior wisdom as an 
"expert," for every actor, from the great- 
est of thidm down to the second month 
student, bnows that the definition we had 
first ajifeexl on. is inaccurate. Move, 
speak and appear as the character does? 
Itoal life? One might as well say that a 
painter's art is to use graystone to rep- 
resent an old church in Roinft Instead of 
mere pigments mixed with oil. The paint- 
er appeals to the eye by artificial, not by 
natural, means. So, the actor's art is to 
make the people in an, audience, some of 
them 100 feet or more away, think that 
he is moving, speaking1 and appearing like 
the character assumed, and in nine cases 
out of ten the only way to make them 
think this is to be not doing it; to be do- 
ing something else—something that you 
would never dream of unless you were 
taught it or learned it from long and 
wcnry e-.cpcrienc-.i without a teacher. 


Nothing can be conceived more abso- 


lutely unlike a •delicate, beantiful and re- 
fined \v ouiaii in. a drawing room than tha 
paiuted young ^creature, with dark shad- 
ov/s about her oyes and flagrant carmina
